When Sierra Madre Parents For A Better Edu¬ 
cation (SMPBE) held their meeting last Saturday 
at the Memorial Park bandstand they introduced 
a newly enlisted volunteer who may prove to be 
of great assistance in niaki’ g Sierra Madre part 
ol the Arcadia Unified School District. 

Bart Doyle, a Los Angeles lawyer and concerned 
parent, joined SMPBE because he felt compelled 
to become part of the redistricting effort after 
pulling one of his children out of the Pasadena 
Unified School District this year. 

“I’d like to return my child to public school,” 
Doyle said. 

To the end that Doyle has collected paper¬ 
work detailing the process for reorganization of 
the school district along with a summary of the 
educational code, which changed in 1980. 

Prior to 1980 attempts at redistricting were thwart¬ 
ed by previous educational code regulations. 

“The law (now) provides an administrative 


process. We don't need legislators behind us. We 
can walk it (redistricting) tliioiigh,” Doyle said to a 
crowd of approximately 60 locals gathered for the 
meeting. 

Walking it throu.v.h will not be accomplished 
without signatures from 2.^®o of legistered voters 
in Sierra Madre iniiiatin.c a petition for the county 
supervisors, however I mthermore, if redistricting 
occurred, it wonl.li ' l o mto effect until .luly 
1991. 

But SMPBE appeal'- willing to waii out the 
two year period. 

Doyle is optimistic about the chances of suc¬ 
cess for the secession/redistriciing move that will 
pull Sierra Madre $1.8 million average dady at¬ 
tendance revenue out of t’a- .adeiia and into Arcadia. 
And he is not botheicvi t-’v .luestion'; regarding the 
status of teachers in Siena Madre as part of PL'SD 
if the redistricting goes through. 

“Reorganization is effective July 1991. Ihe

Planning Commission 
denies panel map

Sierra Madre Planning Commissioners James 
Hester, Whilma Holcombe, Stan Hutchinson, Eloise 
Parker, George Salisbury, Ross Tyree and Chairman 
John Watter worked through a lengthy agenda at the 
7 p.m., Thursday, Mar. 16 meeting of the com¬ 
mission that saw them through until well past mid¬ 
night. Among the two continuances and five public 
hearings on the agenda was the request for a four 
lot subdivision by Lawson and Annette Martin 
for their hillside property on Santa Anita Canyon 
Drive. 

The room was filled with residents coming to 
protest the subdivision requested by the Martins. As 
the public portion of the meeting was opened, James 
Jones, counsel for the Martins, stepped forward and 
gave a presentation on the proposed parcel maps, 
as well as inviting Steve Peterson, architect for the 
project, and Ed Eckert, engineer, to further explain 
the plans for the development. Commissioner Hol¬ 
combe expressed concern that the property de¬ 
velopments not resemble those built on the hillside 
“behind Ralphs in Arcadia.” Peterson then spent a 
considerable amount of time showing renderings of 
sight lines on the development and how the houses 
could only be viewed from selected “sight corridors” 
in the city. “For the most part,” Peterson ex¬ 
plained, “you cannot see the development except in 
these particular locations (up near the development).” 

Before opening the meeting to opposition to 
the development, Chairman Watter warned the aud¬ 
ience not to dwell on engineering issues, safety 
issues and things related to the EIR reports, stating 
“there are qualified professionals who will be 
looking at the things who know a lot more than 
we do.” 

Bill Chilton was the first to speak, stating that 
he was opposed to moving the gate. “Our fire calls 
will go back up if we move the gate.” He also 
expressed concern over the parts of the EIR stating 
that the earth was unstable in that area. 

Carolyn Brown was concerned with arson and 
rockslides in the area. Fred Gonzalez concurred with

To understand the meaning of Eas¬ 
ter, we should see the resurrection of 
Jesus both in the Biblical context and 
against the backdrop of the whole of 
human history. Carefully think with me 
as I recall the Biblical background. 

According to the Bible, man was 
created to fellowship with God and rule 
this earth under God’s direction. How¬ 
ever, when tempted in the garden of 
Eden, man directly violated the clear 
will of God. As a result, man’s fellow¬ 
ship with God was broken, leaving him 
in bondage to the prince of darkness 
rather than submissive to God’s author¬ 
ity on earth. Our first parents thus 
“died” in their spiritual relation¬ 
ship to God and now each descendant 
of Adam must be resurrected — “born 
again” — in order to have a spiritual 
relationship with God restored. Here 
we see the clear need for “resurrection.”

Against this tragic background, 
God has acted in compassionate grace 
to bridge the gap between Himself and 
man, caused by man’s loss of faith in 
God’s right to be God. To bridge this 
chasm, God sent His only begotten 
Son, Jesus Christ. 

In the crucifixion of Christ, God 
The Father laid on His Son that just 
penalty for all our rebellion. Jesus, who 
was totally without sin, paid the price 
for our sins. When Christ rose bodily 
from the dead, He was proving that He 
had paid the full debt of our rebellion.

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‘What if scenarios for EMTs 


As the Sierra Madre City Council considers 
the pros and cons of changing over from Emergency 
Medical Technicians (EMTs) to Parademics and 
Methodist Hospital of Arcadia is no longer a Los 
Angeles County designated trauma center, many 
residents have expressed concern over what might 
happen to them in the event of a medical emergency. 

The following scenarios, based on an interview 
with Fred Meyer, president of Methodist Hospital, 
should provide some answers to questions asked by 
concerned citizens. 

Question: If I have a heart attack in Sierra 
Madre and my doctor is at Huntington Hos¬ 
pital, what do I do? 

Answer After calling 911, the Sierra Madre 
EMTs pick me up, use the automatic defibrillator 
on me, take me to the Emergency Room at Metho¬ 
dist. If my physician or I wish to go to Hunting- 
ton, I will be sent by private ambulance. The Sierra 
Madre EMTs cannot take me there. 

Question; I am stabbed outside my Sierra 
Madre home (trauma). Methodist Hospital is 
no longer a designated trauma center. What 
happens? 

Answer. EMTs take me to Methodist, calling 
in ahead so surgeons and anesthesiologists are there 
when 1 arrive. Met by Emergency Room (ER) 
physicians trained in trauma, 1 am treated and de¬ 
pending on severity can be in surgery within 15 
minutes. 

Question: I belong to a Health Maintenance 
Organization (HMO). What happens if I call 911? 

Answer 1 would be treated and stabilized at the 


nearest hospital. It is up to my HMO then as 
to which contract hospital I can be delivered 
to. For instance, Methodist might or might not 
have a contract with my HMO and 1 might 
have to be transferred to Kaiser, Cigma or 
eslewhere. 

The only Medicare HMO in the area is 
Secure Horizons Pacific Care which has a contract 
with Huntington. 

Question: I call 911 because I’m sick. Sierra 
Madre responds. I tell them I want to go to 
Huntington. What happens then? 

Answer The EMTs will call a private ambu¬ 
lance and wait with me until the ambulance arrives 
to take me to Huntington. 

According to Fire Chief Ed Tracy, even though 
Methodist and St. Luke (the two hospitals to which 
emergency patients are transported) do not now have 
designated trauma centers, they cannot, by law, turn 
away any EMT ambulance. 

They can, on the other hand, redirect Para¬ 
medic units which sometimes sit in the field with 
patients for 10, 15. 20 minutes or more, waiting 
for directions from the base hospital as to where to 
take the patient. 

“They cannot say ‘We’re closed’ to an EMT 
unit. It’s that simple.” says Tracy. ‘‘We take 
people to the nearest hospital and the hospital 
takes our patients. 

Through our Mutual Aid with Arcadia, if we 
need advanced life support, we can request it for 
trauma related cases.”

No hasty decisions 
in Hastings Ranch

State Senator Newton Russell personally voiced 
his objections to the move. Other opponents were 
Vice Mayor Jess Hughston, Bob Haueter, Senior 
Assistant to State Senator Pat Nolan and Wes 
Guarino, president of the Upper Hastings Ranch 
Association. Representatives of other state officials 
and city directors were also present. 

More than 3000 persons have signed a petition 
protesting the establishment of a parole office at 468 
N. Rosemead in East Pasadena. The petitions are 
a result of a massive campaign by both Upper and 
Lower Hastings Ranch who strongly oppose the 
parole office location. 

Harold Britton, president of the Lower Has¬ 
tings Ranch Property Owners Association, is spear¬ 
heading the attack on the parole office location. 

At several meetings Britton has distributed 
petitions for signature and has urged residents to 
write their local public officials and state repre¬ 
sentatives, including the governor. 

In less than six days after the office location 
was learned, petitions have been printed, distributed 
and ready for delivery to state officials. 

Upper Hastings joined the appeal last Tuesday 
when Britton appeared before the Upper Hastings 
Ranch Board of Directors armed with protest letters 
and block petitions. 

Britton is emphasizing that a quiet, crime-free 
residential area is no place for a parole office.

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The Sierra Madre City Council, facing a three- 
year deadline for increasing CRA tax increments 
by 25 percent, major downtown earthquake safety 
rehabilitation requirements and a burgeoning Main 
Street program, took a significant step toward open¬ 
ing up possibilities to be gained for all three. 

They hired Economic Research Associates (ERA) 
of Los Angeles, at a cost of $15,0(X), to provide 
an economic development strategy for the downtown 
area.

demand for new uses and occupancies. 

It will include three alternative approaches to 
the city’s economic evolution. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai stated that the main rea¬ 
son for doing this is to get professional input 
from an outside source. “The Main Street Committe 
has tried to find out what our businesses want and 
now need professional advice. It will include a broad 
approach to obtain factual information as to the dir¬ 
ection in which our downtown area should go,” he 
said. 

Since 1958, ERA has conducted over 9300 
projects across the nation, one third of them for local 
governments. Southern California projects have in¬ 
cluded consulting services involving redevelopment, 
revitalization, financing districts, enterprise zones 
and market demand analyses for older communities.

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Febmary unemployment 
down from last year 


California’s u^mploy- 
ment fate in February 
was 5 percent, un¬ 
changed from January, 
the state Employment 
Development Depart¬ 
ment (EDD) reported 
recently. The rate last 
year was 5.4 percent. 

EDD Director Kaye R. 
Kiddo said, “California’s 
unemployment rate has 
been at 5 percent for the 
last two months and was 
at 4.7 percent in Decem¬ 
ber. That reflects a strong, 
healthy economy and 
labor force.’’ 

The number of people 
employed in California 
totaled 13,405,000 in 
February, compared 
with 13,505,000 in 
January and 13,199,000 
in February, 1988. 
Unemployment totaled 
712,000 in February, 
compared with 7IS nno 


in January and 748,000 
in February last year. 

Of the unemployed, 
372,400 were laid off; 
149,700 left their jobs 
voluntarily and the 
remaining were new 
entrants or re¬ 
entrants into the labor 
market. 

The department also 
reported that payroll 
employment (wage and 
salary jobs) in the non¬ 
farm industries of Cali¬ 
fornia totaled 12,250,700 
in February, a net 
gain of 55,800 jobs since 
the January survey. Most 
industry divisions 
posted gains which 
were higher-than- 
seasonally expected. 

Seven industry 
divisions posted job 
gains over the month. 
Employment in the 
service industries (up to 


35,900 jobs), govern¬ 
ment (up 21,100 jobs) 
and manufacturing 
(up 10,400) showed the 
largest numerical in¬ 
creases. Job gains were 
also recorded by whole¬ 
sale trade (up 3,300) 
finance, insurance 
and real estate, (up 2,500), 
construction (up 300) and 
mining (up 100). These 
gains were somewhat 
offset by job losses 
primarily in retail 
trade (down 17,400 
jobs), a less-than- 
seasonally expected de¬ 
cline. 

In a year-to-year 
comparison, the payroll 
report shows that non¬ 
farm employment in¬ 
creased up 403,200 jobs, 
a growth rate of 3.4 per¬ 
cent. All industry 
divisions, except mining, 
showed job gains.

the feeling that the gate should not be moved due 
to the history of accidents and juvenile activity in 
the area prior to the gate’s installation. 

Jan Maddox protested by stating that she 
“preferred to leave the mountains as God created 
them.” She was also concerned with earth and mud¬ 
slides and cited examples from her own hillside 
home which “unlike the Martins she had pre¬ 
ferred to only build one house upon.” 

Sandra Kelly expressed her concern that the 
development would not benefit Sierra Madre. 
“They have architects, attorneys, engineers, render¬ 
ings. Therefore they are developers,” she said. 
“Either you (the Planning Commission) go down in 
history defending Sierra Madre or you go down 
in history as a bunch of whimps giving a message 
to developers to come in town and do what they 
want.” 

Both Verna Chilton and Jacob Fakoory protested 
the development on the basis that it was dis¬ 
regarding the work the commission had put in on 
the Hillside Ordinance. Fakoory also pointed out 
that there were over 1500 signatures collected to 
place the gate where it is. “If we move it, where 
will it stop. Why not move it for the next 
development, and then the next one?” 

Discussion then continued over whether the 
Martins were subject to the Hillside Ordinance 
since they had applied before the moratorium 


and since the Hillside Ordinance had not even been 
passed yet, with the possibility that it might look 
different by the time it was passed. 

With the public portion closed, discussion 
among the commissioners began on the the pro¬ 
posed parcel maps. Commission Hutchinson said 
he felt “betrayed by the Martins” and that they had 
presented themselves in one way and had changed 
plans all along. He was very opposed to the moving 
of the gate, as was the rest of the commission, and 
it was suggested that if development were to occur, 
people living behind the gate would be given a key 
as was done for those living in the Santa Anita 
Canyon. 

Commissioner Salisbury expressed concern over 
the amount of dirt that would have to be trucked 
out of town, equivalent to 160 full truckloads of 
dirt. “That is a lot of dirt for Sierra Madre,” 
Salisbury commented. He was also concerned with 
the EIR reports on earthquakes and slides. 

Commissioner Hester commented that even if 
the Hillside Ordinance might not be directly applic¬ 
able, “the concerns that brought it about are.” 

Watter, however, commented that “you can’t 
base everything on what if. Fifty years ago, even 
a hundred years ago, they thought a fire would des¬ 
troy the canyon. But it’s still there.” 

After further discussion, the council passed a 
unanimous motion to deny the parcel map as pre-

Banks arrives in his 
cluttered, heavily poster¬ 
ed set chanting “Banks, 
Banks, Banks . . 
and it’s difficult to 
describe what he does 

next. He plays a lot of 
musical instruments, 
quite well. He does know¬ 
ing imitations of rock 
stars. He bakes a batch 
of cookies. He sings. 
He flips pencils around 
and plays with an occa¬ 
sional toy. Some of the 
most hysterical laughs 
come from almost throw¬ 
away one-liners. He flat¬ 
ters the audience by his 
casual assumption that 


they are up on minor 
cultural peculiarities of 
the world they live in. 
All his nonsense has the 
wacky logic of an active 
mind desperately seeking 
relief from boredom. 

He is ably assisted by 
a stage set which is won¬ 
derfully detailed and 
provides some shouts 
of laughter on its own. 

Oh, there is a sort of 
plot involving an im¬ 
patient boss, a girl 
friend, a high school 
buddy and an irritated 
landlord. 

Banks’ act is com¬ 
parable to the best circus 
clowns in that he only 

exaggerates what we all 
recognize and he holds 
our sympathy entirely. 


Too many comedians seem 
to equate sarcasm, 
insult and abrasiveness 
with wit. Banks holds 
out his hand to our 
own mental aberrations 
and welcomes us as bro¬ 
thers and sisters.

Estimating paramedics

“One of our greatest fears is that Sierra Madre 
would probably lose many of their volunteers if 
Sierra Madre contracted with Arcadia because of 
lack of activity,” Tracy said. Of course, this could 
pave the way for a full-time paid fire department, 
Tracy added. A full-time paid fire department would 
be a tremendous financial burden to the city. Millions 
of dollars,” he said. 

Another option would be contracting with out¬ 
side ambulance companies and the only company 
out of five contracted to respond was Goodhew 
out of Los Angeles. Also contacted were Medivac 
of El Monte, Professional Ambulance Service, Glen¬ 
dale; Risher, San Gabriel; and Crippen, Covina. 
Goodhew projects a bill of $290,000 for the first 
year of service if Sierra Madre would provide the 
housing. Without the housing, the first year of im¬ 
plementation would cost $300,000. 

The solution? Tracy said the department re¬ 
commended developing an in-house program because 
of the city’s budget constraints “and continuing 
to provide* the best possible level of care to the 
community.” 

He said the town would need a three-platoon 
system, equipment and housing needs for the 24- 
hour shifts. 

“The best method of implementating a para¬ 
medic program would probably be creating a pro¬ 
gram which would use the existing members of the 
present fire department and create job opportunities. 
They would be designated Firefighters I after attend¬ 
ing one of the following academies: Rio Hondo, 
Pasadena/Foothill or Santa Ana. 

“The six highest qualifying candidates would be 
selected and employed by the city as firefighter/ 
paramedic trainees on the city payroll and 
sent to paramedic training for six months. Keeping 
in mind the importance of maintaining an interest 
for the already existing volunteer EMTs, fire¬ 
fighters/paramedics would be assigned to man a 
paramedic engine company and respond to all fire 
and rescue calls. Volunteer EMTs would respond 
with the fire department’s “rescue ambulance.” 

Tracy said that Monrovia has a paramedic squad 
but no ambulance, however, they respond with the 


Arcadia/Monrovia Ambulance company.” 

How would this affect the patient? The patient 
would be transported to the hospital in the am¬ 
bulance in the company of a paramedic and 
the EMTs with the paramedic engine company 
apparatus performing ambulance follow-up to the 
hospital. 

Splitting out figures of total cost would be 
something like the following: Six firefighters would 
be hired and sent to school. Also added to the 
first year price would be vacation and sick fringes, 
salary of $275,000 the first year; equipment cost 
at $60,000, the cost to take two basic life support 
ambulances and converting them to advanced life 
support would be $5000. 

Added to that would be the cost of the 
ambulance replacement at $42,000 and the cost of 
operating supplies and equipment maintenance at 
$5000. Housing accommodations would be $10,000, 
initial training (to paramedic school) would be 
$15,000 for six paramedics; and the cost of con¬ 
tinuing education would be $3000 a year for six. 

Dr. Bill White at Sierra Madre Medical Group 
would do comprehensive examinations of the six 
paramedics for $2700, and the cost of licensing 
would be $9000 ($15,000 per paramedic). 

Protective clothing, work uniforms, turnout 
coat and pants, rubber boots, leather work boots, 
gloves and goggles would cost about $6000 for 
six. 

Tracy pointed out that the current level of 
EMS does not cost the city anything. The entire 
program is funded through donations. The city does 
not even pay for the ambulance. If the city went the 
paramedic course, we believe that donations would 
cease because people would fee they were already 
paying for the service.” 

If the paramedic program went through, the 
next problem would be housing. A storage room 
upstairs could be converted to a dormitory, Tracy 
said, or the existing offices could be converted 
(however, the noise of foot and motor traffic may 
be too loud for people to rest). They city may 
also find suitable housing through an apartment 
or some other building. Or, he suggested, perhaps 
the city could work out a deal with the Los Angeles 
County Fire Department and the Search and Rescue

Team to share Station No. 190 located at Grandview 
at Stonehouse which is presently housing the Search 
and Resuce Team. However, Tracy noted that the use 
of Station No. 108 is a politically sensitive issue. 

Before providing paramedic service to the com¬ 
munity, residents must be surveyed to see if they 
would be interested and willing to pay. 

Tracy explained that Alhambra hired George 
Young and Associates to conduct a survey and pro¬ 
vide all types of marketing supplies for a program 
and it cost Alhambra $51,000. “It would cost Sierra 
Madre roughly half that much because the size of 
our city,’'Tracy said. 

Revenue considerations may be through tne 
medical rescue transportation fees. “Because we 
have an annual average of 348 transports to Metho¬ 
dist Hospital and St. Luke if you charged $100 
for each it would raise approximately $35,0(W. 
By increasing the charge to $300 per call, the city 
could raise $104,400 which, of course, is not enough. 
Or perhaps the city would implement an assess¬ 
ment of $2 per month for each residential water 
meter which should raise $84,000 per year. 

Another method of raising enough money would 
be through the assessment of subscription fee — 
$35 per year for each household, Tracy said. Since 
there are 1100 apartments and 4500 single family 
dwellings, that would raise $196,000 per year. 

Tracy said that the city is handicapped be¬ 
cause of its size to underwrite 100 percent of the 
paramedic program and perhaps the council would 
come up with a tax initiative but he quickly 
added, “That is not my expertise. You’ll have to 
leave that to the council. Now it’s up to them.’’

sented. The applicants were given the usual 
14 days to appeal, possibly returning with a different 
proposal. 

In other business, a continuance for a previous 
nuisance abatement for Ashley Buchan at 177-179 
N. Lima. Applicant was applying for a side and rear 
yard variance for a garage built on the existing 
footprint of a pre-existing, nonconforming garage 
structure. Variances were granted and he was given 
a 30 day extension on the abatement to finish work. 

Residents again came to the podium to oppose 
a zone change from an R-1 to R-3 in order to 
“legalize” an already existing guest house that is 
being used as a rental. Residents felt it would be 
setting a bad prescedent to legalize an illegal situa¬ 
tion by merely changing the zone. The commission 

concurred with this opinion and unanimously denied 
the zoning change. 

Another controversial subdivision was a lot 
subdivision proposed by John Clark who intends to 
purchase the property at 321 E. Montecito. 
Residents came out in number to oppose the pro¬ 
ject that would widen an existing easement to open 
up onto Canon. Those opposed to the subdivision

Forest Service plans burns 


The U.S. Forest 
Service plans to com¬ 
plete a prescribed burn 
in the Angeles National 
Forest north of Azusa 
during the months of 
March and April, accord¬ 
ing to Don Stikkers, Mt. 
Baldy District Ranger. 

The burn, in the 
upper end of Fish and 
Roberts Canyons south 
of the Rincon-Red Box 
Road, will be conducted 
only when weather 
conditions are favorable, 
allowing the burn to take 


place under safe, con¬ 
trollable conditions. 

The primary purpose 
of the burn is to im¬ 
prove the habitat for 
local wildlife, and it will 
be partially funded by 
state wildlife funds. The 
project will also remove 
dead and over-mature 
brush which is a fire 
hazard.
